They were of a large 
fize, fomething bigger -than the Ordinary red-gilled eatable 
Muflirdm or Champignon, and very much of their fliape, 
that is, with a perfeftly round Cap.or Stool (as we vulgar- 
ly callir,) thickin ftefli and with open Gills underneath; 
having a thick, flefliy, tiot-hollow, and round Foot-ftalk, 
of ab"out 6 fingers breadth high above ground, and ordi- 
narily as thick as my thumb, If you cut any part of this 
Muihrom, it will bleed exceeding freely aMilk-white Juice, 
concerning which note ; i.Thatthis Milky Juice tafts much 
hotter upon the tongue than Pepper. 2. That it is not clsrn- 
my to the touch, g.thatthe Air does not much difcolour 
!t,or the blade of a knife 5 as is ufiial with moft Vegetable 
Juices,4.Thatit became in the glafs-violj-drew it into, fud.- 
denly concret and ftifF, and did in fome daies dry into a 
firm Cake. s.That k then alfo,when well dried, retain'd its 
fierce biting taft and white colour, 

Further.'l obferv'd thefe Mufhroms , full of Juice, not to 
be endured upon our tongue?,to abound withFly-maggots, 
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Alfo^the youngeft and teiidrcfi oi iheaij that is^ fucb as are 

moft Juicy, to have been very muc eaten by the Grey mta- 
d$m mkedsuMil^ 'o^iQg themfelve; wichio the fides of ^az 
plant.
